T hat Japan will be unwilling to ab­ 
rogate the Anglo-Japanese alliance is 
the object of great opposition in the 
United States. 
Pokucawa replied: "Don’t you think 
there could he un understanding be­ 
tween Japan, the United States and 
G reat 
Britain? 
We 
three 
nations 
ought to shake hands and continue 
our respective courses in a friendly 
way. 
Personally I am anxious that 
we arrive at such an understanding 
between the three nations. 
Such an 
understanding w*ouId go far toward 
securing the peace of the world. 
"Your country may not he able to 
join in an alliance, hut there can he 
a friendly understanding among the 
three powers.”

Boxing is very popular, though 
as yet crudely comical, for fiat fighting 
has never been on the German de 
fease manual. Germany has developed 
a couple of mediocre boxers the past 
two years, but the socalled German 
champion, Itrelt contract cr, ha* been 
Ignominiously defeated by second-rate 
English boxer* whenever he tins tack 
led them. 
A number of first class track atli 
le t e s are being developed; and there is 
a keen interest in aquatic sports. 
Horse racing has a very large fol 
lowing, hut hero the gambling '••wer 
is the c o m p e l l i n g force. 
At tho big 
Oro ne wa Id race track, outside Berlin 
thousands attend every meet and leave 
behind fantastic sums. T he bets range 
from IO m arks up. and the hotting f« 
vor has its grasp on all, from the serv 
ant girl and factory workman to th 
rich war profiteer. 
The

undoubtedly 
counteracts, to a lurge extent, som e 
unw holesom e tendencies Iii post-war 
German life. 
Tile taste of the morbid, even the 
disgusting, in tile theater has been one 
of the lowering tendencies of Hie pc 
Hod, 
Drug taking has been on tile in 
creese; vice, in many forms, lias bec 
ram pant, aud still is. 
But the tendency of lurge num bers 
of tin* race to get Into the out-of-dooi 
and to leud a normal, healthy life is 
now acting as an offset to tile demo 
rattling trend manifested all too open 
ly in the larger cities of the empire 
The German sporting world is ex 
trem ely anxious to Rn* up with the 
outside world. 
The manager of a big 
football organisation once approached 
me when I was about to make a trip 
to England, and with an almost pu 
th et ie appeal, asked lf I wouldn’t ar 
range to have a professional English 
team go over to Germany for a match 
charging only low rate* because the 
exchange was bad, He appe ared heart 
broken when he learned that the rate* 
would he prohibitive. 
T hus far, tim Germans have been 
able to finance a n umber of rather 
Hizeable prizefight* or "box fights 
they term them.

But, for the average German, the 
sport movement lins nothing ulterior 
about it.

One field of Red Cross service alone, 
that of assisting disabled veterans of 
the World War, entails expenditures 
$4,000,000 greater than the aggregate 
receipts of the Annual Roll Call of 
1020, the American Red Cross an­ 
nounces In a statement urging a wide 
spread increase in membership at th* 
Annual Roll Call, November ll to 24. 
At the present time National Head­ 
quarters and the nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the Red Cross Is spend­ 
ing approximately IIO.OOO.UOO annual­ 
ly for the relief of disabled ex-service 
men and their families, while the ag 
gregate receipts from last year's Roll 
Call were approximately $0,000,000. 
It Is In the 2.2S9 of the 3,000 Red 
Cross Chapters which still ure helping 
solve the veteran’s problem of adjust­ 
ing himself to a normal civlllun status 
that the greater part of the cost of this 
service la borne. 
Of the total sum 
spent for veterans’ relief last year, 
National Headquarters expended a to­ 
tal of more than $2,000,000, while the 
remaining disbursement of approxi­ 
mately $7,000,000 represents the con­ 
tribution of Chapters in this country­ 
wide effort to assist the Government 
In providing the aid sorely needed by 
these men and their families. 


An Ever Expanding Problem 
That the problem of the disabled 
sendee man is ever-expanding and 
probably will not reach the peak be­ 
fore 19£5, is the assertion of well-in­ 
formed Government officials and that 
2,397 Red Cross Chapters regard it 
us their most important work is evi­ 
dence that the explosion is in nowise 
confined to a particular section but is, 
on the contrary, nation-wide.
